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The Executive Committee of the Board of Gover-. 


nors of Redeemer College has given the green light 
to President De Bolster and members of his staff to 
negotiate the purchase of a propery with an eye to 
the development of the Redeemer College Campus. 
The long-range plan of Redeemer College had 
been to remain in our present facilities as long as it 
could accommodate us. At such time as our student 
body would become too large for the present 
facilities, it was our hope that we would then be 
abie to lease a larger facility from the Hamilton 
Board of Education. After outgrowing that facility, | 
we would then move to our own campus. It was 
anticipated that under this scenario we would not 
be an our own campus for at least 10 years. 
However, due to the unexpected high number of 
students enrolling at Redeemer College, the whole 
plan had to be changed. Before Redeemer opened 
its doors for the first time in September, 1962 it was 
projected that there would’ be 50 full-time pioneer 
students and that in 5 years the student body at 


Redeemer College would number 150 full-time 


students. However, Redeemer expects over 200 full- 
time students to enroll in September of this year 
and the student enrollment projections for 
September 19685 stand at approximately 250 full- 
time students. 

Because of these numbers, the present facility is 
becoming cramped. While it will adequately satisfy 
the educational requirements of our students for at 
least the next year and possibly the year after that, 
it will be difficult to stay in the Bell Cairn School 
beyond September, 1986. 

Because of these higher than expected 
enrollments, President De Bolster and members of 
his staff have been busy for a number of months 
searching for other larger, suitable facilities. 
Negotiations were conducted with both the 
Hamilton Board of Education and the Hamilton 
Separate School Board. After some initial hopes, 
time and circumstances revealed that no larger 
facility than our present one would become 
available. 

Because of these developments, Redeemer began 
increasingly to consider the possibility of the 
development of its own campus. An on-campus 
Planning Committee, which meets weekly, looked 
into many aspects of such a proposal. 

Rev. De Bolster then contacted Mr. Peter Turkstra 
of Hamilton. Mr. Turkstra has long been involved in 
the land development and building supply business, 
not only in Hamilton, but in other parts of the 
Niagara peninsula. 

Mr. Turkstra is also an official of Echo Land 
Developments and Dundana Homes. When con- 
fronted by Redeemer’s predicament as outlined by 
Rev. Oe Bolster, Mr. Turkstra made an offer that 
couldn’t be refused. 


The companies with which Mr. Turkstra is 
associated own an 84 acre parcel of land located on 
Highway 53 in the town of Ancaster. He offered the 
property to Redeemer College for substantially less 
than the current market value. Topographicaily the 
land is rolling farmiand with a portion of it currently 
under production. There is some bush on the pro- 
perty and ic has a creek running through it. Long- 
range plans by the Provincial Ministry of Transporta- 
tion and Communication cali for the construction of 
a major highway on the adjacent lot. This highway 
will exit off Highway 403 and run to the Hamilton 


- Airport which is currently undergoing a multi- 


million dollar expansion. This means that it will take 
less than 15 minutes by car to travel from the pro- 
posed Redeemer College campus to the: 
existing McMasier University campus. While the 
land surrounding the proposed campus site is Cur- 
rently farmland, it is anticipated that in 10 to 20 
years, major residential development will take 
place, thereby giving the campus an urban setting. 

At approximately the same time that discussions 
were taking place with Mr. Turkstra, Redeemer Col 
lege was informed by a representative of a leading 
accounting firm that some of his business clients, 
whe wish to remain anonymous, were prepared to 
commit over one million doilars for the develop- 
ment of a new campus and equipment, but may not 
be used for operating expenses. 

You can imagine what an impact these two 
developments—of course the real word is 


“miracies’-—had on Redeemer college. We con- 


tinue to talk about the miracle of Redeemer College 
and we have almost come to expect them as daily 
occurrences. But is there really any other way to ~ 
describe these latest developments? Miracles 
indeed. Praise God! 

A number of major hurdles need to be crossed 
before ary sale can become final. 

Perhaps the biggest obstacle concerning the land 
is the matter of rezoning. The land is presently 
zoned “agricultural” and before the development 
of a campus can begin, the property may need to 
be re-zoned to aliow “institutional” construction, 
There is no guarantee that such a re-zoning if 
necessary will take place. In addition it may take 
over one year io complete the re-zoning application 
process. Other hurdies that remain are the question

The president of F.j, Reinders and 
Associates Limited is Mr. Fred Reinders of 
Mississauga, Ontario who is a member of the 
Clarkson Christian Reformed Church. Mr. Reinders’ 
firm has been involved in a number of muiti-million 
doliar projects. Perhaps the most visible is the 
Wardair head office and hangar at Pearson Interna- 
tional Airport in Toronto. 

Reinders’ Vice-Presidents Roland Jonker and Clare 
Riepma have been appointed to head the project 
management team. Mr. Albert Bakker, Q.C., a lawyer 
from St. Catharines and a veteran Redeemer College 
board member serves as the solicitor for Redeemer 
College. 

A long-range facilities committee has been ap- 
pointed. it includes Rev. De Bolster, Mr. jake 
Heeringa of Oundas (who is president of a large 
commercial construction company), chairman of the 
Board Nick Van Duyvendyk of Ottawa (who is 
Assistant Deputy Minister of Finance in the Federal 
Ministry of Transport), Redeemer business director 
Dick Kranendonk, Redeemer faculty members Hugh 
Cook and Dr. Wytse van Dijk, and Arend Kersten, 
Director of College Advancement.
